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Ontario university presidents push 
Martin for more funding

TORONTO (CUP) — With a strong 
dose of flattery and a selective 
memory, Ontario university presi- 
dents are anxiously attempting to 
wrangle what funds they can from 
the federal finance minister. 

The Liberals' $2.29-billion 
transfer payment cuts to post-sec- 
ondary education in his first term 
were set aside last Friday morning 
when Paul Martin met with the Coun- 
cil of Ontario Universities, a lobby 
group comprised of the province's 
university presidents. 

Instead, Martin was intro- 
duced by council chair and Univer- 
sity of Toronto president Robert 
Prichard as "living evidence of the 
merits of the Ontario university sys- 
tem," and, despite his 34 per cent 
cutbacks to the sector, was applauded 
as an example of "great leadership." 

The council then appealed for 
Martin's help in aiding struggling 
students and suffering research ini- 
tiatives, both results of federal and 
provincial funding cutbacks. 

"As a result of government 
activity, the pressures on students 
and the next generation as well as 
institutions have become very diffi- 
cult to handle," acknowledged Mar- 
tin, outlining the sacrifices necessary 
for a balanced budget. 

But the finance minister ar- 
rived ready to re-invest in the future. 
He says the joy of a shrinking deficit 
must be complemented by an edu- 
cated workforce if we are to ensure 
future prosperity. 

"What is it that the govern- 
ment can do with a limited number of 
resources that will really pay off?" he 
asked the council. 

The council argued that na- 
tional grants, loans, loan-forgiveness, 
tax incentives and a focus on debt- 
load management must all be em- 



ployed to address student needs. 

Such a student aid checklist 
comes with a hefty price tag, how- 
ever, and the council is challenging 
the government to put up the cash. 

Pointing to the latest U.S. 
budget, which earmarked $40-billion 
for student aid to be divvied out over 
the next five years, they requested 
comparable support. 

"We need a similar propor- 
tionate investment by the govern- 
ment of Canada in student aid," said 
Prichard. 

Barry McCarten, executive 
director of the Ontario Undergradu- 
ate Student Alliance, which repre- 
sents six student councils in the prov- 
ince, says this strong emphasis on 
student aid marks a sea-change for 
the council and is very welcome. 

He says the alliance feels stu- 
dent debt loads have become intoler- 
able. Requesting student aid backing 
when the federal government is in a 
giving mood was a smart move, 
McCarten said. 

Wayne Poirer, chair of the 
Ontario component of the Canadian 
Federation of Students, adds that the 
council 's emphasis on a national grant 
system, while much-needed, was cer- 
tainly surprising. 

"I hope we have a more con- 
sistent message from the COU," he 
said, pointing to their lobbying ef- 
forts last year to deregulate tuition 
fees which excluded mention of a 
national grant reprieve. 

McCarten says asking the feds 
to reinvest some of the funding they 
pulled from transfer payments to the 
provinces would have also made 
sense. 

Federal cuts to transfer pay- 
ments have resulted in provincial 
funding cuts to university operating 
budgets. These have led to increasing 



tuition and the growing need for stu- 
dent aid. 

When asked why the council 
did not lobby for increased federal 
funding for universities, Prichard said 
the provincial government is the ap- 
propriate target for such pleas. 

But the federation says the 
council is being shortsighted if it 
doesn't think federal transfers need 
to be restored and the responsibility 
to post-secondary education be made 
transparent by eliminating the Canada 
Health and Social Transfer. 

Implemented by Martin in the 
Liberals' first term, the transfer com- 
bined bundled payments for post- 
secondary education, health and so- 
cial assistance into one block. As a 
result, the funding formula decreased 
the cash portion of the transfer to 
$12.5 billion in 1 997-98 ii from $18.8 
billion four years earlier. 

The cash floor of the transfer 
will decline in real terms very quickly 
on a per capita basis as Canada's 
population continues to grow, says 
the federation. 

The council also argued that 
the federal government must accom- 
modate different provincial ap- 
proaches to student aid. In Ontario, 
the provincial government has un- 
successfully been lobbying the feds 
to set up an income-sensitive loan 
repayment program. 

Increased funding for research 
granting councils and greater support 
for social sciences were also pressed 
for diligently. In the Liberals' first 
term, federal allocations to the 
country yEs three main research grant- 
ing councils were reduced by $92.2- 
million. 

Finally, the council argued 
that the feds must enable greater 
mobility for study abroad. 



Pot legalization movement picks 

up steam

MONTREAL (CUP) — The move- 
ment pushing for the legalization of 
marijuana is gaining strength as a 
nascent pro-pot political party gets 
ready to run candidates in the upcom- 
ing Quebec election while 
Torontonians are being invited on the 
Can-Abyss train. 

The Bloc Pot is being organ- 
ized by 28-year-old Montreal musi- 
cian Marc St. Maurice, a six-year 
veteran of marijuana activism. 

He has collected the nearly 
1 ,000 signatures needed to get offi- 
cial party status and is looking for 10 
people to run for office. St. Maurice 
says lots of people have stepped for- 
ward, adding that it only remains to 
work out who will run in what riding. 

One of those who has thrown 
his hat into the ring is Larry Duprey, 
who owns a pot paraphernalia store 
in Montreal. 

By putting pot on the political 
agenda, Duprey says activists are 
looking for a gradual change in offi- 
cial attitudes towards marijuana. 

"We've got to look at the edges 
of this law. We have to dance around 
it till we get to the centre," he said. 

Charlie McKenzie, former 
chief janitor of the Parti Rhinoceros 
who now does human rights research 



for a United Nations agency, is a 
consultant for the Bloc Pot. 

"Bloc Pot will engage at the 
provincial level because enforcement 
is a provincial jurisdiction. Bloc Pot 
can have an effect because of the 
polarization of politics in Quebec," 
he said. 

St. Maurice says that elec- 
toral races are so close in Quebec that 
any percentage lost is a threat to the 
main parties. This will ensure, he 
adds, that marijuana will be an issue 
in the next provincial election. 

"I'm confident we'll get aman 
in somewhere," St. Maurice said. 

According to the Canadian 
Centre for Justice Statistics, the 
number of people arrested for mari- 
juana-related offences has steadily 
risen over the past several years. The 
number increased to 29,562 in 1996 
from 27,662 in 1 994, reports Now, an 
alternative Toronto weekly. And 
those being caught by the long arm of 
the law for marijuana offences are 
facing stiffer penalties because of 
tougher anti-drug legislation which 
the federal government brought into 
effect earlier this year. 

There are also efforts in On- 
tario to raise awareness about the 
need to take a different legal ap- 



proach to marijuana. Every Thurs- 
day night this fall at the Comfort 
Zone, a Toronto club, the National 
Organization for the Reform of Mari- 
juana Laws has been spreading the 
word about the legalization of mari- 
juana. 

"The Can-Abyss train is go- 
ing to go through that abyss, hope- 
fully pick everybody up, and arrive at 
destination legalization, whereby we 
remove the criminal records from 
these people," Umberto Iorfida, presi- 
dent of the organization, said. He 
adds that 1 .2 million Canadians have 
a police record for possession of 
marijuana. 

Iorfida says drugs are a health 
issue and the government's criminal 
approach has backfired. 

"We're treating [marijuana] 
as a criminal substance [when] we 
should be treating it as a drug," he 
said. "We should be sending people 
who mess up on marijuana or any 
drug, for that matter, to doctors." 

He adds that he foresees the 
legalization of marijuana by the year 
2000 due to government cutbacks. 

"It will come because the 
country can no longer afford the so- 
called 'war on drugs'," Iorfida said. 



Bank expert says people 

pay more interest than 

they should on loans, 

including students

WINNIPEG (CUP) — You may be 
paying more interest on loans - in- 
cluding student loans — than you 
think you are. 

According to banking ex- 
pert Kerniel Aasland, Canadians are 
paying more interest on their loans 
and mortgages than they should be 
because of the way major banking 
institutions in this country are inter- 
preting an important provision of the 
Canadian Interest Act. 

Aasland says many banks 
are either ignoring or misinterpreting 
section six of the Act, a piece of 
legislation meant to protect citizens 
from being exploited by money-lend- 
ing institutions. 

This section stipulates that 
banks must state the annual rate of 
interest in agreements with their bor- 
rowers, or else the interest payable is 
automatically set at a low level — 
between zero and five per cent, de- 
pending on the loan. 

While it is true that finan- 
cial institutions declare annual inter- 
est rates on loans and mortgage agree- 
ments, it is common bank practice to 
break up those rates and apply them a 
number of times over the course of 
the year. In this way, the interest 
compounds on itself and borrowers 
pay a somewhat higher rate than they 
originally agreed to. 

Making matters worse, says 
Aasland, is the fact that nothing has 
been done in the Canadian courts to 
rectify the situation. 

"The [Canadian] courts 
have always ruled that essentially 
this sleight of math is okay... which is 
bullshit, and any mathematician can 
tell you that. Any person with a cal- 
culator can tell you that," he said. 

David Phillips, vice-presi- 
dent of the Canadian Bankers Asso- 
ciation, declined to comment in any 



depth on section six of the Invest- 
ment Act and how major financial 
institutions approach it. 

"The Interest Act has been 
the topic of much academic and judi- 
cial consideration," he said. He adds 
that the provinces are currently pur- 
suing a initiative to "harmonize dis- 
closure rules in Canada." 

This initiative, however, has 
nothing to do with reconciling actual 
rates of interest on loans with per- 
ceived rates. The provincial govern- 
ments are instead working to estab- 
lish a uniform method of interest rate 
calculation. 

" [The prov inces] are not try- 
ing to rectify anything," Aurele 
Robert, a spokesperson for the Mani- 
toba Consumers Bureau, said, allud- 
ing to the fact that the Investment Act 
is a federal law, and therefore cannot • 
be changed by the provinces. 

"The harmonization is not 
trying to rewrite the Interest Act or 
the Bank Act. The harmonization is 
just there to make it easier for busi- 
nesses in the giving of loans, operat- 
ing in each province under the same 
rules," said Robert. 

Jennifer Storey, deputy 
chair of the Canadian Federation of 
Students, says she is very concerned 
that students may actually be paying 
more interest on their student loans 
than they think they are. 

"The fact that the banks are 
getting away with this, and the fact 
that the federal government hasn't 
done anything to change it, just shows 
that public policy in Canada these 
days is not being written for the av- 
erage student, the average consumer, 
or the average would-be home buyer. 

"It is being written for the 
corporate sector [and] it is oriented 
more towards profits than it is to- 
wards people." 



Ontario college strike on 
the horizon

TORONTO (CUP) —A strike looms 
at Ontario's community colleges as 
an overwhelming majority of faculty 
have rejected their latest contract of- 
fer and there is no end in sight in the 
dispute. 

Ninety five per cent of faculty 
at Ontario's community colleges re- 
cently voted against the latest offer 
from the Council of Regents, the 
ministry-affiliated regulating body. 

The Ontario Public Service 
Employees Union, which represents 
all teachers at the 25 community col- 
leges in the province, says this near- 
unanimous rejection of the offer sends 
a strong message. 

"Hopefully, the 95 per cent 
rejection vote has put an end to this 
nonsense," Ted Montgomery, presi- 
dent of the local representing all fac- 
ulty, said, alluding to management's 
bargaining position. 

In the rejected offer, manage- 
ment proposed a new workload for- 
mula to replace the current one, which 



was put in place after a province- 
wide strike in 1994. The formula 
guarantees teaching hours for class 
preparation, curriculum development 
and student evaluation and feedback. 

"Colleges are not in good 
shape, morale is low," said 
Montgomery, citing increasing class 
sizes as one example of how students 
are getting less value for their rising 
tuition fees. 

John Tibbits, president of 
Conestoga College in Kitchener and 
bargainer for the council, says man- 
agement is simply looking for more 
flexibility in a time of fiscal con- 
straint. 

"These issues do not affect 
quality education, they're about flex- 
ibility," he said. "The colleges need 
to be more market-oriented and mar- 
ket-driven." 

But Larry Olivo, a professor 
at Seneca College, says it is this pre- 
cise attitude which has the faculty up 
in arms.

Amidst all the excitement 
of the teachers' strike, one very im- 
portant, relative issue has fallen 
deeply into the shadow of the evil 
monster called Bill 160. Enrolment 
rates in universities and colleges are 
down, a consequence of escalating 
tuition fees and poor management of 
government-assisted loan programs. 

Laurentian University's 
Office of the Registrar recently re- 
leased the enrolment statistics for the 
1997-98 academic year. According 
to these numbers, Laurentian is be- 
ginning to experience a decrease in 
overall full-time enrolment, from 
4,41 1 last year to 4, 1 29 this year. 
While Laurentian was able to recruit 
1,041 first-year students this year, 
that number dropped by 52 in just one 
year. Part-time enrolment is no ex- 
ception to this disturbing occurrence. 
1,668 part-time students are regis- 
tered at Laurentian, a drop of 176 
students from last year. 

Mike Grube, devoted presi- 
dent of the Students' General Asso- 
ciation, assures that although a 4.8% 
decrease in first-year student enrol- 
ment was experienced, that number 
is still inside the school's budget al- 
lowance of a 5% drop. 

The position of the govern- 
ment, according to Tom Froese, par- 
liamentary assistant for Universities 
and Colleges to the minister of Edu- 
cation and Training, is that the indi- 
vidual student, not the society as a 
whole, benefits most from post-sec- 
ondary education. 

Consequences of this men- 
tality are seriously detrimental, not 
just to our level of education but to 
our country as a participant in the 
global economy. The individual stu- 
dent is required to pay a larger por- 
tion of tuition than the government 
allocates. This ultimately means that 



enrolment rates will continue their 
decline, since fewer and fewer peo- 
ple will be able to afford to attend a 
post-secondary institution. Asenrol- 
ment rates drop, so does the number 
of graduates leaving university with 
Lhe education necessary to enhance 
the country. Tuition fees would be- 
come so high that those who are brave 
enough to risk the gamble of educa- 
tion would not be able to pay off their 
student debt until their mid-forties. 
Then, maybe they can buy a house. 
The result: a stagnant economy due 
to increasing student debt. 

There's all that and then 
some. 

How is this possible future 
going to affect the services in the 
school? LAMBDA, forexample, has 
suffered a loss of $10,000 over the 
last two years to our levy, which now 
rests unstably at $32,000. Mike Grube 
has also reported that the SGA has 
suffered a loss of approximately 200 
students this year alone. Lauren- 
tian's student and community radio 
station also anticipates it will suffer 
financially. The station, like 
LAMBDA, receives a levy of $ 1 per 
SGA student. Due tp tje downturn in 
SGA memberships, CKLU projects 
a possible shortfall of $40,000 in 
levy-based funding over the next five 
years. How long are our programs 
going to survive under the govern- 
ment mentality that is already slowly 
sucking them dry? 

Interestingly, although first- 
year enrolment has dropped, the qual- 
ity of incoming students seems to be 
increasing. "Over the years, Lauren- 
tian has been very successful in at- 
tracting top students," says Ron 
Smith, Registrar at Laurentian Uni- 
versity. This year over 260 Ontario 
scholars registered at Laurentian, an 
increase of 23% from last year. 



"This increase is the result 
of Laurentian's enhanced scholar- 
ship program, through which stu- 
dents who register at Laurentian with 
an average of 80% to 89.9% auto- 
matically receive a scholarship of 
$ 1 ,000, while those with an average 
of 90% and above are automatically 
awarded a scholarship of $2,500," 
explained Ron Smith. Since the 
scholarships are renewable for four 
years, the university projects that it 
will be able to retain these quality 
students. This is encouraging infor- 
mation, but it doesn ' t mask the prob- 
lem. 

University and college tui- 
tion fees are continuously on the 
rise, and so is the cost of living. The 
repercussions of this are comparable 
to a row of dominoes, and, unfortu- 
nately, the first one has been pushed. 
Once again, it is the students who are 
suffering while waiting almost pow- 
erlessly for the government to make 
decisions which are actually benefi- 
cial to them. 

Notice, that's almost pow- 
erlessly. We live in a democracy, so 
there is something we can do. It is 
not enough anymore to hope or feel 
confident that the government will 
find the solution best suited to meet 
the needs of the students - the gov- 
ernment doesn't even know what 
these needs are. Pressure needs to be 
put on the government. They need to 
hear the voice of the students. The 
Students' General Association, very 
committed to achieving a refined 
financial assistance program, urges 
students to express their opinions by 
writing letters to Helmut Zisser, di- 
rector at the Ministry of Education 
and Training, and Dave Johnson, 
Minister of Education.

Dear LOStlTheOPAC (on- 
line catalogue) will tell you whether 
the library has a citation you want. 
Unfortunately, since it only con- 
tains references to books, public 
documents and periodical titles 
you may not use it to find whether 



individual articles are in the library. 
The trick is to look at a citation and 
figure out what periodical the article 
is in. If you get really lost, you can 
follow the fourth rule of library sci- 
ence which says that in any periodi- 
cal citation, the name of the periodi- 
cal always precedes its volume 
number and the pages in the volume 
containing the reference. If you note 
that this citation comes from Volume 
32, you can back up to figure out that 
the name of the journal is.. J. APPL. 
METEOROL. 

Drat. .now you 
have the problem of figuring out what 
all this means because if you looked 
in the OPAC under the title as it 
appears above, the library would not 
have it. So the next problem you 
often have is figuring out the full 
names of periodical titles that are 
abbreviated. If you are using a peri- 
odical index, look at the front of the 
index. If not, you may wish to con- 
sult a book held at the Reference desk 
entitled Periodical Title Abbrevia- 
tions. That will tell you that J. APPL. 
METEOROL. stands for the Journal 
of Applied Meteorology, and if you 
check, that journal is held by the 
Desmarais Library.

The Truth Behind Bill 160

This week marks the second 
week of the teachers' strike. The pro- 
test against Bill 160 has been the most 
important issue in Canadian news for 
quite some time. An information ses- 
sion was held in the LU Great Hal! on 
Monday for the University commu- 
nity. From an informatio:: sheet pre- 
pared by the Ontario Teachers' Fed- 
eration that was circulated at the gath- 
ering, it has become apparent that the 
details of the arguments being made by 
the teachers are not receiving the pub- 
licity they deserve. 

The contentious aspects of Bill 
160 are that: the government will be 
given the ability to control and define 
the school year, the school day, class 
size, and preparation time; the Minis- 
ter of education would be able to rede- 
fine who can teach the children. 

The implications of such 
changes? Primarily, de- 

credentialization of teachers will oc- 
cur. Secondly, the Minister's control 
over education will override collective 
agreements if a conflict exists between 
collective agreements and the Minis- 
ter's regulations. Finally, the province 
will take over management and control 
of school affairs. 

This threat to the education sys- 
tem in Ontario is not a new develop- 
ment. Since the conservative govern- 
ment's rise to power in the province, 
education has been taking a beating. 
Shortly after John Snobelen's appoint- 
ment as Minister of Education in 1 995, 
a video was leaked to the public that 
showed him saying that to effect change 
in education, it would be a good idea to 
create a crisis. 

This was the first warning sign. 

Teacher unions began being left 
out of consultations with the govern- 
ment on educational initiatives, such 
as revision of the curriculum and the 
provincial report card. Commentsmade 
by the government about the state of 
education in the province have been 
very critical. Promises made by the 
Minister have been forgotten, like the 
tool kit to implement major govern- 
ment cutbacks that was promised to 
teachers by Snobelen, and later re- 
jected by the provincial government 
caucus. 

And it doesn't stop there. 

The passage of Bill 104 in early 
1 997 instituted the Education Improve- 
ment Commission (EIC). A number of 
the recommendations made by this 
commission had an impact on the writ- 
ing of Bill 160. The government also 
made many non-democratic moves, 
such as the change in legislative proto- 
col which made it now theoretically 
possible to take a bill to final reading 
within five days of its first reading. 

The government has misused 
statistics, referring to a 1 30% increase 
in property tax rate for education since 
the 1980's, while inflation has ac-

counted for only a 40% increase. 

Teachers decided it was time 
to take a stand. 

Ramming Bill 160 through 
with minimal public hearings has 
been a major concern of the teach- 
ers. There is too little time for 
consultation or for determining the 
implications in detail. The govern- 
ment has been assuming that with 
its majority, it can merely pass the 
Bill without adequate voting by the 
public. 

It is difficult to determine 
what the government's true agenda 
is - to save money or to improve the 
equality of education. The title of 
Bill 160 is The Education Quality 
Improvement Act, with subtitle an 
Actio reform the education system, 
protect classroom funding, and en- 
hance accountability, and make 
other improvements consistent with 
the Government's education qual- 
ity agenda, including improved stu- 
dent achievement and regulated 
class size. A word search of the B ill 
indicates the number of times the 
following terms are referred to: 
money - 68 times; achievement - 
times; evaluation - times; quality 
(a term used in subtitle) - times; 
class size (a term used in subtitle) - 
1 time; accountability (a term used 
in subtitle) - times. 

The government has even 
indicated that it will not be releasing 
its new funding model until after the 
final reading of Bill 1 60 on Novem- 
ber 1 7, 1 997. With the institution of 
Bill 1 60, along with this new educa- 
tion funding model, the government 
will have the tools it needs to roll 
back teacher salaries in the form of 
contract stripping. 

No doubt everyone has seen 
the recent TV ads featuring Premier 
Harris. The different matters dis- 
cussed by him, such as the new 
curriculum, the provincial report 
card, and province- wide testing, are 
initiatives by the government that 
are not being contested at all by the 
teachers. These matters have abso- 
lutely nothing to do with Bill 160. 

A deep sense of distrust has 
clearly developed between teachers 
and the government. In the Sudbury 
area, teachers already have a very 
good sense of what can happen to 
the classroom with major cutbacks. 
The repercussions of such cutbacks 
are: very large classes; special edu- 
cation has been virtually wiped out; 
budgets for school supplies have 
been drastically reduced; and teacher 
stress level has been steadily in- 
creasing. 

Government posturing leads 
teacher unions, as well as other un- 
ions, to believe that the government 
is bent on weakening or even elimi- 
nating unions altogether.

Imagine this: you are chased 
from your bed in the middle of the 
night by a group of militant people 
who want to kill or imprison you 
because you believe in democracy. 
Further imagine that you manage to 
escape and run away to the harbour. 
There, you board a boat for another 
country where you will be safe Af- 
ter weeks of sailing in less than 
adequate conditions, you finally ar- 
rive on foreign soil where you are 
greeted by officials speaking a 
strange language. They manage to 
convey the idea that they need money 
and identification if you want to 
stay there. In haste, you forgot to 
grab those items and as a result, you 
were told to leave. Or if you were 
diligent enough to grab those things, 
you are shoved into a camp with 
thousands upon thousands of other 
people. Living conditions are, at 
best, squalid and chaos would be a 
nice word to describe your life. You 
spend your days walking around 
and looking for people that you know 
-you never find any. After a month 
or so, you are informed that your 
parents and siblings have been mur- 
dered. You are alone, broke, not 
allowed to work, not allowed to go 
to school, ...lost. 

For me, anyway, this is hard to 
imagine, but, for thousands of peo- 
ple around the world, it is reality. In 
my opinion, it is a sad thing that the 
word "'refugee" even exists, but it is 



a great thing that countries allow it. 
Since World War II, Canada has 
granted asylum to over 800,000 refu- 
gees, undoubtedly saving many 
lives. Other countries, however, are 
not as open to refugees as we are. 
Often on minor technicalities, peo- 
ple are denied asylum. I think that it 
is our duty to help those people who 
are in need. 

Granted, there must be a fairly 
strict screening system to weed out 
criminals and abusers of the system, 
but the system must be there to help 
those who need it, and the vast ma- 
jority do need it. There have been 
instances in the past where refugees 
have entered a country and commit- 
ted serious criminal offenses. It is 
this reason that some people, and 
even countries, look down on refu- 
gees. 

I cannot begin to imagine what it 
is like to be in the shoes of a refugee. 
I'm 19 years old and have never 
faced displacement on the scale that 
many people younger than me have 
had to face. The smallest glitch in 
my daily routine can throw me out 
of sync. If I were forced to flee 
Canada because I was in danger as a 
result of my beliefs, I would be lost. 
Without family, friends, or any kind 
of life to turn to, I would be totally 
ruined. I just hope that there would 
be someplace out there where I could 
be safe - someplace where I would 
be welcome. 
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The Reality of Refugees 



Who Is A Refugee? 



A refugee is a person who 
has fled his/her home country out 
of a "well founded fear of persecu- 
tion on the basis of race, religion, 
nationality, membership of a par- 
ticular social group, political opin- 
ions"etc...We are not talking about 
delusional people who see conspira- 
cies against them where none exist 
or criminals looking to escape pun- 
ishment. This definition is all well 
and good for official purposes, but 
w ho arc the real people called "refu- 
gees"? Refugees are made up of 
real people from all walks of life. 
From peasant] 
labourer to 
school teacher, 
todoctor,toart-| 
ist.no one is ex- 
empt. Asylum 
seekers arc of| 
all races, reli- 
gions, social 
classes; in fact I 
every variety of 
individual may 
be represented. 

The majority of refugees 
arc women. In many cases of civil 
strife, the men are cither fighting 
for one side or the other (either 
willingly or because they are forced 
to do so), or they have been impris- 
oned or killed. In countries that are 
not equal opportunity states, this 
leaves women without any protec- 
tion from retaliatory acts or means 
for providing for themselves and 
their families. Because it is not in 
human nature to simply roll over 
and accept a horrible fate, many of 
these women make the difficult 
choice to flee or are forced to flee. 
Seeking asylum is often the only 
hope that refugee women have for 




staying alive. 

Refugees are a very dis- 
tinct category from immigrants or 
economic migrants. We are not talk- 
ing about people who have any sort 
of choice whatsoever. Unlike immi- 
grants, refugees do not have the op- 
tion of returning home. If they do, 
without the intervention of an out- 
side agency, the very real possibility 
of punitive repercussions 1 ike prison, 
torture, and death await them. Strict 
guidelines have been developed in 
classifying applications for refugee 
status in order to weed out people 
who try to abuse the sys- 
tem. For ingrates who 
think that by claiming 
refugee status they will 
get a free ride to a 'land 
of plenty', the reality is 
much more severe and 
those phonies will be de- 
nied. 

Some of the 
world's most creative 
people from the world of 
art, science, literature, 
etc. ..have been refugees. This dis- 
tinguished list includes Albert Ein- 
stein, Sigmund Freud, Mikhail 
Baryshnikov, Rudolf Nureyev, 
Marlene Dietrich, Bertolt Brecht, and 
Victor Hugo to name but a few. If it 
had not been for agencies and coun- 
tries sympathetic to the needs of 
refugees, none of these remarkable 
people would have been able to make 
the kinds of contributions to the 
world that they did. The life of any 
human being, whether famous or 
not, is worth living. Refugees, as 
much as anyone else, deserve a 
chance to have the very basic neces- 
sities of life, a bit of stability and 
security , and the chance to be happy.

Canadahas been repeatedly 
ranked as the best country in the- 
world in which to live. It is ex- 
tremely difficult, therefore, for Ca- 
nadians to imagine hav ing to flee our 
own country in fear for our lives. 
Yet this is a horrifying reality for 
millions upon millions of people 
worldwide. According to the United 
Nations High Commissioner for 
Refugees (UNHCR), in 1994 there 
were more than 27 million refugees 
worldwide and that number has since 
increased at an astronomical rate. 

What is it about these mil- 
lions of people that makes them refu- 
gees? They have all had to flee from 
their home countries because of well- 
grounded fears of mistreatment, tor- 
ture, internment, and/or death for 
reasons of race, religion, nationality, 
civic unrest, membership in a par- 
ticular social group, orpolitical opin- 
ion. Recent years have added natu- 
ral disasters, including flood and fam- 
ine, as grounds for claiming refugee 
status. These people cannot or will 
not (because of fear of persecution 
and death) go back to their country 
of origin. In many cases, there is no 



home for them to go back to. 

So what does all of this 
mean? Well, refugees are people 
who may have had to sneak away in 
the dead of night or to quite literally 
run for their lives. In all likelihood 
they have left behind everything they 
own, family and friends, home, and 
country, not to mention everything 
that is familiar to them. After they 
have fled for their lives, no one from 
their home country can or will offer 
support or protection; there is no 
turning back. 

It is at this point that the 
international community is com- 
pelled to take action. The United 
Nations passed a resolution in the 
early 1950s stating "no refugee or 
displaced person who had expressed 
valid objections to returning to their 
country of origin should be com- 
pelled to do so." It is the responsibil- 
ity of the international community to 
uphold the most basic of human rights 
and standard of living, and in all 
good conscience, do whatever is pos- 
sible to assist refugees. 

One of the principle man- 
dates of the UN, as carried out by the 
UNHCR is "providing international 
protection. ..and. ..seeking permanent 
solutions to the problems of refu- 



gees, including protection and as- 
sistance to groups of refugees flee- 
ing combinations of persecution, con- 
flict, and widespread violations of 
human rights." There is no embassy, 
attorney general, supreme court, or 
any government official from the 
country of origin whatsoever to act 
on behalf of refugees. The services 
provided by the UN and other na- 
tional and international organizations 
are not only called upon to facilitate 
refugees, they constitute the very 
basic necessities of life. 

Nobody chooses to become 
a refugee. It is, in fact, an extremely 
traumatic, humiliating, and danger- 
ous situation to be caught in. Refu- 
gees have lost everything they know 
and love and are consigned to live in 
exile. Not just homes are at stake 
here; everything from the safety of 
loved ones, self-sufficiency and ba- 
sic human dignity have been stolen 
from refugees. Without any provo- 
cation or intent, the world of the 
refugee is ripped violently and ir- 
revocably apart. It is only due to the 
fortunate accident of birth that the 
overwhelming majority of Canadi- 
ans have never and will never know 
this kind of tragedy.

It ' s hard to write objectively 
about refugees, no matter how much 
you try. Before I began this feature, 
I did not feel strongly one way or the 
other about refu- 
gees. Actually, I 
don't think that I 
ever even gave 
the matter any 
thought at all, just 
like most of you. 
Well it did not 
take long into my 
research before I 
began taking a 
position and 
forming my own 
opinions. It is im- 
possible to know 
the details and 
harsh realities (to 
whatever extent 
that is possible for 
a non-refugee) of 
refugees without 
becoming bias. I 
dare you to read 
up on it and still 
not care. 

The 
tragedy of people 
who fear for their 
lives, abandon 
everything they 
know and love, 
leave behind be- 
longings and 
loved ones is that 
it happens be- 
cause of circum- 
stances utterly 
beyond theircon- 

trol. My first inclination is to stomp 
my feet and tell the world that it just 
isn't fair, but even I'm not that naive. 
The overwhelming injustice of the 
plight of these people is a pretty 
bitter pill to swallow. Bear in mind 



that refugees don't ask to be put into 
this predicament, rather, they are 
hurled into it. And to top it all off, 
they are repeatedly kicked when 
they ' re down by anti-refugee groups, 
ignorant people, and unsympathetic 
nations. 




The world over, refugees 
are at best treated as lepers who 
upset the happy masses. Racist com- 
ments, humiliating treatment, de- 
plorable living conditions and physi- 
cal assault are commonplace occur- 



rences for those seeking asylum. 
What??? This makes absolutely no 
sense to me. We aren't talking about 
fortune hunters or criminals here. 
These are everyday people like you 
and me who got the raw end of the 
deal, and that was on a good day. 

I am the last per- 
son to buy into the 
whole "help me, 
I'mavictim"trend; 
this is simply not 
the case with refu- 
gees. These peo- 
ple want to help 
themselves, other- 
wise they would 
have stayed in the 
shitty situation they 
were in before. 
Refugees want to 
become self-suffi- 
cient, contributing 
members of a soci- 
ety that doesn't 
want to harm them. 
That isn't an unrea- 
sonable request. 
Think of it this way: 
if a parent abuses a 
child and that child 
escapes, the out- 
side world has a re- 
sponsibility to see 
that that child is 
protected and is not 
returned to the abu- 
sive environment. 
The child isn't 
looking for a hand- 
out, just a way to 
survive. The same 
principle applies 
when a state abuses 
its citizens. Lets 
not punish people for trying to stay 
alive and make things better. It may 
be cheesy, but I know that we all 
benefit when others thrive so get 
informed and get involved. 
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Refugees, by definition, are peo- 
ple who seek refuge from persecu- 
tion. The persecution can come 
about because of their race, religion, 
social group to which they belong, 
or political opinion. Refugees no 
longer feel safe in their own country 
and are forced to flee to another 
country. The new country, how- 
ever, has rules governing the refu- 
gees entrance into the country. The 
rules must be strictly adhered to in 
order for a refugee to be able to 
remain in a country. 

The first thing sought by a refu- 
gee is asylum - a safe place to stay. 
In Canada, asylum is granted upon 
reception of the proper information. 

When the refugees arrive here, 
they are forced to pay a "landing 
fee" of $975 to the Canadian gov- 
ernment.. They must also show 
official documentation proving who 
they are and where they are from. 
Both of these regulations can be 
waived depending on the refugee's 
monetary and governmental situa- 
tion. If they don't have the money, 
they can apply for a loan from the 
government. If they lack the suit- 
able papers, the refugee can cite the 
lack of a central government agency 
in their country to provide them. 

After showing these items, the 
refugee must be interviewed by a 
senior immigration officer. This 



person decides whether the refugee 
is indeed in danger or not. If the 
officer concludes that the refugee is 
in danger, he gives the defector the 
title of "convention refugee." The 
United Nations defines a conven- 
tion refugee as a person outside of 
his country or his nationality and 
"by reason of a wee-founded fear of 
persecution" is unable to return to 
his country. The title of convention 




refugee is valid for only 1 80 days. 
During those days, the refugee is 
entitled to apply for permanent resi- 
dent status. It is at this time that the 
foreigner can include the names of 
family members who were not able 
to escape, on the application. If the 
application is accepted in time, the 
refugee receives a Canadian visa 
and their family members are al- 
lowed to come to Canada. 

If a refugee is not declared a

convention refugee, they must leave 
Canada within 7 days. If they don't 
leave, they will be shipped out. Peo- 
ple who fall into this category would 
be: 

1 )people that have already been rec- 
ognized by another country as a con- 
vention refugee. 

2)people without a valid reason for 
why they are in danger 
3)people who have been found guilty 
of serious criminal 
offenses or those who 
pose a threat to Cana- 
dians or Canadian 
national interest. 
4)people already rec- 
ognized as conven- 
tion refugees in 
Canada and whose 
1 80 days are up. 

Although 
the money 
paid by the 
refugee goes 
towards the 
government, 
the actual body 
which makes 
decisions about refugees is in- 
dependent. The Immigration 
and Refugee board is much 
less influenced by political 
considerations than in other 
countries. 

Currently, people who re- 
ceive a negative decision to 
convention refugee status are 
automatically reviewed by the 
Post Claim Determination Of- 
ficers. These officers decide 



whether the defector should become 
amemberof the Post-Determination 
Refugee Claimants in Canada Class 
(PDRCC). If they become part of 
this class, they are allowed to stay 
until an officer can re-review the 
claim. The refuge is allowed to add 
information to their file that must 
prove that the risk is objectively iden- 
tifiable and involve a threat to his or 
her life, the possibility of excessive 
sanctions, or the likelihood of inhu- 
mane treatment. 

Canada is among the world lead- 
ers in refugee aid. We were the first 
country to adopt guidelines that 
helped officers to recognize the par- 
ticular forms of persecution suffered 
by women. In addition, Canada al- 
lows the vast majority of all refugee 
claims to be heard. We provide 




interpreters so that claimants who 
speak neither English or French can 
communicate, effectively, the rea- 
sons fortheirrunning away. Canada 
allows a relatively broad interpreta- 
tion of the refugee definition 
whereas, in other countries, narrow 
and legal istic approaches to the defi- 
nition ultimately work to exclude 
many legitimate refugees from pro- 
tection. Canada permits convention 
refugees to apply for permanent resi- 
dent status and thus start anew life in 
Canada. In many parts of the world, 
refugees carry a temporary second 
class for years. Canada also pro- 
vides resettlement to refugees from 
abroad. Those refugees who have 
spent years in foreign camps and are 
faced with the prospect of having to 
go back and face persecution may be 
eligible to start over 
in Canada. 

In 1996 alone, 
Canada received over 
26.000 refugee 
claims. Only 58% of 
the claimants were ac- 
cepted. However, our 
annual acceptance 
rate is usually around 
70%. Canada is the 
only country to ever 
receive the Nansen 
Medal - an award 
given for particular 
service to refugees. It 
was awarded for our 
generous asylum 
policy that aided 
many refugees. 



If It Were You 



As hard as it is to imagine, a 
role reversal with a refugee might 
help students to better understand 
what life is like for others who don't 
have it so easy. Instead of a crappy 
minimum wage job that you com- 
plain constantly about, you wake up 
at dawn and do odd jobs that are 
nearly physically impossible for a 
mere mortal. For pay you are given 
scraps of food that may or may not 
still be edible. Even if it isn't safe to 
eat, you must still bring it home and 
hope that it, along with anything any 
other members of your family might 
have collected, will be enough to get 
you all through another day. 

Granted this is a pretty bad 



scenario, unfortunately that does not 
mean that it doesn't happen. We are 
all too lucky to have that crappy 
minimum wage job. The boxes of 
KD or Mister Noodles that you've 
become disgusted with would be a 
feast to an entire family in many 
under-developed countries. That old 
cliche about starving children some- 
where in the world is a cliche for a 
reason. How would you handle it if 
you were lucky if you ate once aday, 
no matter what the food was. 

All the things that we don't 
even notice in our lives would be 
stripped away if we were to sud- 
denly become refugees. That coat 
you grab at the last minute on your

way out the door, the trashy novel 
that you feel guilty for reading, or the 
extra pair of running shoes you have 
for working out are all things that 
would shock many refugees. What 
need is there for such things? In a 
world like ours, these are amenities 
of life, things that make us comfort- 
able. Comfort is unheard of for the 
millions of refugees in the world. 

Nevermind all the things that 
we've all gotten so used to that we 
bitch about them without even think- 
ing about it. "There's nothing on 
TV", "Jean Chretien sucks", "I want 
a new car", and the list could go on 
forever. If it were you who had to 
flee and become a refugee, you would 
have nothing, especially any of those 
luxuries mentioned above. All you 
have is what you carried with you 
when you left, whether that be a 
wagon load or the lint in your pocket. 

Not all refugees come from 
such desolate conditions. Some ac- 
tually come from comfortable homes 
with food on the table and warmth in 
the air. But as soon as they express 
opinions in conflict with their gov- 
ernment's, they become walking tar- 
gets. Imagine living in a country 
where you have absolutely no say in 
what you are and are not being taught, 
what laws are made and enforced, 
what the government can and cannot 
do... Anything, absolutely anything 
can be twisted around to mean w hat- 
ever the authority figures want it to 
mean. 

Once you have fled from your 
country of origin, you may encoun- 
ter hostile border agents, unwilling 



to permit you access to their coun- 
try. If you can manage to get into the 
host country, you have yet another 
challenge; surviving the refugee 
camp. Many camps aren't much 
better than the horror left behind. 
Refugees are treated as criminals, 
who cannot move about freely, and 
areinfactkeptun- 
der lock and key 
within the camp. 

These 
camps are desper- 
ately over- 
crowded, under- 
staffed, and tragi- 
cally under-sup- 
plied. Without 
proper food, sani- 
tary conditions, 
and medicine, 
these camps be- 
come infested 
with disease and 
illness. Not only do refugees have 
to defend themselves against life 
threatening illnesses, they have to 
defend themselves against the ver- 
bal and physical onslaught of abuse 
in the camp. As a refugee, you will 
now have to get used to being un- 
welcome pretty much everywhere 
you go whether you deserve it or 
not. 

If the asylum seeker has been 
granted refugee status, they are usu- 
ally eligible for some kind of assist- 
ance from their host country. 
Whether it means getting them to 
the country that they want to settle 
in, education and housing, or pro- 
viding job training. The ideal would 




be for you, as a refugee, to be able to 
find work and support yourself in 
your new country. With the over- 
whelming odds against you, it is ex- 
tremely difficult. 

You've made it out of your 
home country, through the refugee 
camp, and have landed in your new 
country. Now 
what? If you don't 
know the lan- 
guage, you've got 
to learn it. Then 
you must try to 
learn the customs, 
fit in and contrib- 
ute to the society 
and culture in 
which you now 
live. This is an 
overwhelmingly 
difficult time, both 
emotionally and 
mentally for any- 
one in this situation. Now add on top 
of that the fact that you are probably 
all alone, with no idea about the safer} 
of the family and friends that you left 
behind. 

It takes a very desperate per- 
son to become a refugee but it takes a 
very strong and determined person to 
make it through being a refugee and 
come out on the other side. These are 
people who face unimaginable ob- 
stacles, endure all manners of hard- 
ships, and a loneliness the rest of us 
could probably never even conceive 
of. These aren't people who desen e 
any medals here, just a little under- 
standing and the same chances as 
anyone else. 
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Refugees come from a 
great variety of countries on nearly 
every continent in the world. A 
great number of countries have a 
refugee population, including 
Canada. So where are these refu- 
gees coming from and where are 
they eventually settling? Asia, Af- 
rica, and Europe are the areas where 
most refugees are coming from to- 
day. These are areas with internal 
strife, outright civil war, oppressive 
governments that trample on human 
rights, and areas plagued by natural 
diasters and famine. Once fleeing 
these areas, refugees do not always 
have a lot of choice as to where they 
flee to. Cost, time, and the avail- 
ability of means for survival are the 
determining factors when refugees 
seek asylum from some neighbour- 
ing country. In many cases, the first 
country that refugees find them- 
selves in is only a 'stop over' en 
route to the country in which they 
wish to settle.

is nothing else to do but seek asylum 
some where else. The problem is 
that the free movement of supplies to 
refugee camps is very limited. Relief 
aid is hijacked for the blackmarket 
or the private use of the ruling party. 
All of these factors com- 
bine to produce what is called a mass 
exodus. That's pretty self explana- 
tory: a lot of refugees are leaving the 
country of origin at the same time. 
Unfortunately this can often com- 
pound the problem. Without the 
appropriate and sufficient resources, 
as is often the case, refugees are 
thrown into overcrowded camps ram- 
pant with disease and filth and treated 
like cattle. Forthosewhomadeitout 
of the nightmare in their country of 
origin, there remains a long and ar- 
duous road ahead. This is a taxing 
burden on already limited services. 
The UN is currently campaigning to 
prevent such mass exodus' in an

"The Horn of Africa" (in- 
cluding Ethiopia, Somalia, Kenya, 
and Sudan), produces and receives a 
vast quantity of the world's refu- 
gees. Plagued by drought, famine, 
and violent armies, it is no wonder 
that people need to flee. Govern- 
ment instability resulting in military 
coups force the persecution of any 
citizens who do not happen to sup- 
port the party that has power at the 
moment. Even if you can scrape 
together enough to eat, you could 
get shot for supporting the 'other' 
guy. Given the futility of the situa- 
tion, many c itizens real ize that there 



effort to better the conditions of refu- 
gees. 

Another key area in terms 
of refugees is the Western Sahara. 
This isolated area has been the site 
of an internal battle for independent 
states which has been the cause of 
much violence and the degeneration 
of living conditions for the people of 
Western Sahara. Failed attempts at 
ceasefires, election tampering and 
stalling techniques have all inter- 
fered with available assistance for 
refugees. Because of outside inter- 



ferences, refugees are not able to get 
the services and supplies needed 
which only serves 'to intensify the 
situation. The UN, in addition to 
establishing refugee camps, have 




also been supplying military, civil- 
ian, and security personnel in an 
effort to restore stability to the trou- 
bled nation. 

The after-effects of the Per- 
sian Gulf war have not withered 
away. Kuwait born refugees began 
to flood neighbouring countries 
when the invasion by Iraq took place 
and increased throughout the war. 
In this situation, emergency assist- 
ance was paramount. The simple 
logistics of the mass exodus taking 
place put a major strain on the UN, 
the host countries and relief agen- 
cies trying to assist the refugees. 
While many of these refugees re- 
turned to their home country not 
long after the violence ended, they 
still do not enjoy acceptable living 




standards. These totalitarian regimes 
breed poor living conditions and 
add to the current refugee crisis. 
Other regions in this area which 
frequently received refugees include 
Turkey, as well as Iran, Syria and 
Jordan, Kuwait, and Saudi Arabia. 
Thanks to efforts towards 
regional peace and a stabilizing eco- 
nomic system, Central America is 
overcoming its turmoiled past. 
There are much fewer refugee claim- 
ants now than in years gone by. 
Some hot spots in Central America 
include Nicaragua, El Salvador, and 
Guatemala. These three countries 
have long been the largest refugee 
producing countries in the world. 
Recent attempts to stabilize govern- 
ments, promote peace and human 
rights, and to secure the economy 
have proven measurably successful 




in stemming the flow of refugees 
out of these countries. In fact, refu- 
gees who had fled years ago, are 
now expressing interest in the pos- 
sibility of one day going back to 
their home countries; a definite sign 
that progress has been made. 

Sadly, the situation in 
Southeast Asiahas not been as prom- 
ising. Many refugee claimants have 
been denied refugee status and are 
"caught between a rock and a hard 
place", so to speak. Camps have 
become dangerously overcrowded 
and far below any sort of standard 
living condition. People are quite 
literally living like sardines in a can, 



desperate that one day things will chai 
for them and they can have some kind 
a normal life. The number of asyl 
seekers is astonishing here, even in co 
parison to world figures. Most refugi 
are Indo-Chinese, others arecomprisec 
63,000 Lao in Thailand, 62,000 Vietna 
ese boat people in Hong Kong, and m; 
more from various other areas. 

This situation is growing in 
tensity as governments straining un 
the heavy influx of refugees are los 
patience. For many of these governmer 
this is the first attempt at offering asyli 
If the strain continues to grow, it is saft 
assume that asylum can and will be 
voked and the plight of these refugees v 
only worsen. Many of the Vietnam' 
refugees who do not meet the inter 
tional definition of refugee are being 
patriated, of course only if they are w 
ing to go back, under an agreement 1 
tween the United Nations High Comn 
sioner for Refugees and the Vietnam' 
government. In the new global comn 
nity, pressure from nations with wb 
economic ties are desired and from inl 
national organizations goes a long wa; 
facilitate the repatriation of some re 
gees. 

While there are many more re 
gee producing countries that could j 
mentioned, time and space do not all 
for it. It is safe to say, however, that i 
not a phenomenon restricted to any p 
ticular country or region. Nor is this 
issue that can be swept under the can; 
Public, international pressure must 
placed on countries that generate refug' 
to correct the root problems. People w 
have been living in exile for decades h< 
only recently been able to return to th 
homes in South Africa. This is a dir 
result of world pressure to end aparth 
and tolerate the expression of politi 
views in contrast to those of the gove 
ment. While the world refugee en 
poses a complex and dynamic problen 
is not unsolvable. The trouble areas in 
world can be appropriately handled 
terms of applicable and relevant so 
tions. With growing awareness and a 
cern, it is not to naive to believe that in 
future, the plight of refugees will be 
more. 



It is not enough to try and 
assist refugees once they have fled 
from their home country. This does 
nothing in the way of prevention or 
long term solutions. What is the use 
of using a band aid on a massive 
wound? To make any useful head- 
way in the domain of refugees, re- 
lief agencies and governments alike 
must tackle the root of the problem. 
What exactly are the causative fac- 
tors that produce refugees? And 
what can be done to eliminate these 
causative factors? These issues are 
of great concern to international or- 
ganizations and relief agencies. 

Todeal with refugees once 
they have fled their country of ori- 
gin, some temporary solutions are 
implemented. The primary objec- 
tive of these external groups is to see 
repatriation of refugees. This refers 
only to voluntary repatriation. No 
one is forced to return to a country 
when their lives arc in danger. This 
repatriation is assisted by amnesties 
and agreements between govern- 
ments which allow refugees to re- 
turn home without the threat of ret- 
ribution. These people will not be 
punished for the fact that they fled 
the country. 

Another popular choice is

for refugees to be resettled locally, 
that is, in the area to which they 
have fled. This is an ideal situation 




for the simple fact that it is easier on 
the refugee to settle where they al- 
ready are. Rather than have to con- 
tinue travelling, they can begin the 
long process of making a life for 
themselves as soon as possible. This 



is only a viable option if the region 
that the refugee has fled to is able to 
sustain an influx of refugees and the 
economy is large enough and stable 
enough to make room for refugees. 

In the event that the area 
that the refugee has fled to is already 
overburdened, as is often the case, 
the refugee cannot expect to remain 
there indefinitely. Unfortunately, 
this means that their long and ardu- 
ous journey is not yet over. In this 
case, the desired solution is resettle- 
ment in a third country i.e. Canada, 
or the U.S. The hope is that refugees 
relocate to a country in which they 
have an oppourtunity to thrive. 
Whether this means a country' where 
they have friends or relatives al- 
ready, or experience in a field of 
work that is found in that new coun- 
try , or even if they have the advan- 
tage of knowing the language spo- 
ken in their new country. 

These solutions are all well 
and good when dealing with refu- 
gees, but what about confronting 
the problem head on? By identify- 
ing and eliminating the reasons why 



people are forced to become refu- 
gees, the crisis will be nipped in the 
bud. Many international organiza- 
tions have taken initiatives to fore- 
stall possible refugee flows. These 
initiatives include establishing in- 
stitutions in troubled countries that 
promote stability and justice. Insti- 
tutions such as schools, hospitals, 
court buildings and such are offer- 
ing citizens a chance to better them- 
selves and the communities in which 




they live. 

In addition to this building 
phase, a massive push towards better 
living conditions is also being estab- 
lished. People are being trained in 
areas such as sanitation, agriculture, 
and building. Like the parable says, 
"Give a man a fish and he eats for a 
day. Teach a man to fish and he eats 
for life". As people learn to assist 
themselves, their confidence and 
pride grows, as well as their ability to 
provide for themselves. 

Training and education are 
the key to the future in terms of 
bettering the conditions of refugees 
and helping to stop the cycle of 
abuse involved. By showing 
people how they can learn and 
do things for themselves, there 
really is no limit to what peo- 
ple can accomplish. Refugees 
who might have otherwise left 
their home country for good, 
can return and help to make 
things better. Eventually 
enough progress will be made 
that there will be no reason for 
people to flee. This may seem 
like an unrealistic ideal, but an 
end to slavery and apartheid 
also seemed like an impossible 
dream at one time.

A refugee, according to my 
Collins English Dictionary, is: "a 
person who has fled from some dan- 
ger or problem, especially political 
persecution." A stereotype, on the 
other hand, is: "a standardized im- 
age or conception of a type of per- 
son, etc." Since Canada is known in 
the international political arena as a 
peace-keeper of sorts, and as a de- 
mocracy we believe in the concept 
of inalienable human rights, our ex- 
ternal affairs policy reflects a will- 
ingness to help those people who 
are seeking asylum from unjust per- 
secution in their home country. 

Unfortunately, our policies 
are imperfect, and as a result, the 
growing public conception of our 
refugee determination system, ac- 
cording to Marc P. Lafreniere, As- 
sociate Deputy Minister, Depart- 
ment of Citizenship and Immigra- 
tion Canada, is that of an "abuse [of 
our policies] where immigrants go 
'asylum shopping' in order to seek 
jobs and a better way of life." 

In reality, this type of abuse 
is rare and most refugees are in dire 
need of international intervention 
and the assistance that Canadians 
can provide. It is necessary to ex- 
amine these issues/stereotypes/ 
discriminations in detail, because 
what they really boil down to is a 
"blaming the victim" mentality in 
which it is the refugees who are 
being blamed for their problems, 
and not the situation they are trying 
to escape from or the problems in- 
herent in Canada's policies. 

Here's my top five list of

stereotypes and arguments against 
helping refugees, which I hope to 
reveal as just another form of dis- 
crimination. 

Number 5: Refugees are 
just immigrants from poor coun- 
tries who are looking for jobs and a 
better life. This is just North Ameri- 
can ethnocentrism speaking. Since 
we consider the world to be our 
oyster, it is no wonder that we should 
think it as easy for anyone else to just 
uproot themselves and start a new 
life elsewhere. If your whole life 
centered around your community, 
how willing would you be to just 
give it all up and move to a new 
country where you knew no-one, 
were estranged culturally, and didn't 
even speak the language. ..all for a 
minimum (below living standards) 
wage? Who says that North Ameri- 
can life is "better" anyway? The 
only way I can qualitatively under- 
stand it to be better is that one is free 
from persecution (religious, politi- 
cal) within our borders. 

Number 4: Refugees live 
off our social assistance programs 
and our taxes. Again, not true. The 
relatively few number of refugees in 
Canada compared to the number who 
are already on social assistance 
makes this statement invalid. And 
while different laws may apply to 
refugees with respect to paying taxes, 
they actually contribute greatly to 
society by increasing the level of 
multiculturalism within it and thus 
our understanding of other societies 
as a whole. Many refugees go on to 
become extremely involved and pro- 



ductive citizens. 

Number3: Whyshouldwe 
help others when our own situation 
is in jeopardy? Canada is commit- 
ted to the prevention of the causes of 
involuntary migration, to the protec- 
tion of those who are forced to leave 
their home countries, and the foster- 
ing of orderly migration regimes 
(Center for Refugee Studies Guide- 
lines.) In the Immigration Act of 
1976, we explicitly committed our- 
selves to upholding a humanitarian 
tradition with respect to refugees; 
few other countries have made such 
a declaration. If you don't believe in 
humanitarianism, that is another ar- 
gument entirely, but if you believe in 
human rights, there is no reason why 
these human rights should be re- 
stricted to North American borders. 
Canada is a land of plenty, and we 
should give what we can in princi- 
ple. If we don't have enough, that is 
because of mismanagement and a 
failure on the part of our politicians, 
not the refugees who have done noth- 
ing to deserve the situation in which 
they have found themselves. 

Number 2a: They can't 
speak our language, they don't fit 
in, and they only help to further 
divide us nationally. While it's true 
that Canada has been fighting for an 
"identity" since its inception, what 
we have realized in recent years is 
that our true identity is multicultural. 
And while this has led to some inter- 
nal strife lately, we have a reputation 
for being better than any other coun- 
try in the world at handling national- 
istic, regional, and ethnic issues. 



Thus, the incorporation of other iden- 
tities into our whole will ultimately 
contribute to the core value of 
multiculturalism, which we hold so 
dear. 

Number 2b (I see this as 
being part of number 2): Canada is 
just going to become a lifeboat for 
people in trouble. Our policies are 
simply not liberal enough to allow 
this. In 1996 we turned away more 
than 2,000 Chilean refugee claim- 
ants because there was no proof for 
their claim of persecution. People 
who would claim that Canada is just 
going to become a haven for the 
hunted do not see the inherent value 
of multiculturalism and place a sense 
of patriotism and nationalism before 
that of humanitarian aid, which is 
too bad. 

Number 1 Stereotype of 
Refugees: It's their problem, not 
ours. Let them deal with it. I see this 
as being even more problematic than 
the idea that they sap our social sys- 
tems because it is so completely un- 
caring. It is a philosophy that says 
that by no means should we ever 
help, or protect the rights of, others. 
Refugee policies by themselves 
aren't the be all and end all of what 
we should do in the international 
community to help solve the prob- 
lems of injustice, but they are a nec- 
essary component. It is not just a 
"band-aid" solution. On the other 
hand, there is no question that we 
should do more to fulfill objective 
number one of our refugee policy, 
that of prevention of the problems 
which cause involuntary migration. 




The strongest objection to 
all of these fallacies is, I think, the 
randomness with which we are born 
into our country of origin. What if, 
for example, you had been bom a 
Bosnian, or a Cuban, or a Kurd? 
What if you felt so alienated from 
the politics and persecution of your 
country that you felt that you were 
physically unable to live there? What 
if you life was in danger because of 
your religious beliefs? Would you 
not hope and expect that someone 
would be willing and giving enough 
to help you and your family out? 

Being a refugee does not 
mean getting a free ride. Far from 
that, it is a very dangerous and costly 
one. If we have the ability, I think 
that we also have the obligation to 
help those in need. And Canada is a 
country that has much to offer. So, 
if things go wrong with our policies 
with respect to refugees, don 't blame 
the victim. ..help to change the sys- 
tem, instead! And don't let petty 
stereotypes get in the way... 



Refugee Sponsorship at Laurentian 
What Does It Mean?

The World University Serv- 
ice of Canada (WUSC) runs a pro- 
gram called the Refugee Sponsor- 
ship. The program facilitates the 
sponsor of a refugee to attend a uni- 
versity in Canada in order to pursue 
a post secondary education without 
threat of danger. When a university 
decides that they would like to take 
part in the program, they are respon- 
sible for fund-raising the cost of 
attending the university for one year. 
In many cases the administration of 
the university covers most, if not all, 
of the costs. 

The Student 's General Asso- 
ciation (SGA) and the International 
Student's Committee (ISC) decided 
that this was a program that they 
would like to see at Laurentian and 
so they began the process of investi- 
gating the feasibility of hosting a 
refugee. The program was enthusi- 
astically welcomed and Huntington, 
Thorneloe, and the University of 
Sudbury all agreed that they would 
be able to donate residence space. 
The administration at Laurentian also 
agreed that they would be able to 
waive tuition costs for one year. The 
last task was to fund-raise money for 
living expenses such as food, cloth- 
ing, pocket money and extra ex- 



penses as needed. The SGA and 
ISC agreed to take this on as a joint 
venture and planned a schedule of 
various fund-raising activities to 
defray part of the cost. 

January is the expected ar- 
rival date of the new student at Lau- 
rentian. The student who has been 
chosen is presently living in a refu- 
gee camp in Kenya. To the student, 
this program will mean the 
oppourtunity to pursue their educa- 
tion in Canada. Quite often students 
find themselves in a situation where, 
because they are educated, they are 
considered a threat to the establish- 
ment. To many students who are 
fleeing war and dangerous living 
conditions their only alternative is 
to take refuge at a refugee camp. 
However, at certain times there are 
restrictions as to how long a refugee 
may stay in a camp before they must 
move on. If conditions are stable in 
their home country, then they may 
be able to return home. Many stu- 
dents who have been sponsored by 
WUSC locals at universities across 
Canada find that they are not able to 
return home because, as a student, 
they were involved in protests and 
actions that the new system might 
not find acceptable. In these cases 
the students were involved in strug- 
gles to challenge regimes which they 
felt were oppressive and unjust. 
Thus this program presents the 



oppourtunity to live and study with- 
out the threat of danger and vio- 
lence. 

To students at Laurentian this 
program will mean the oppourtunity 
to take part in International Affairs. 
This program cannot be possible 
without the support of everyone! 
Students at Laurentian will be at- 
tending a university where they are 
able to leam of how university stu- 
dents of war-torn countries struggle 
for a survival which we take for 
granted. This lesson will not be 
taught from textbooks but rather 
from firsthand experiences. As stu- 
dents at Laurentian, we can never 
fully realize what it means to be a 
refugee but at least this program 
will expand our knowledge and give 
us the oppourtunity to contribute to 
humanitarian efforts on a global 
scale. 

Everyone is invited to take 
part in welcoming the new student! 
People are needed to volunteer their 
time, energy, experiences, and fi- 
nancial contributions in possible. 
As the budget for the new student is 
limited, donations of all kinds ( such 
as clothing, cooking utensils, school 
supplies, and food) would be greatly 
appreciated.

Rwanda: The Land Of A 
Thousand Hills & A 
Thousand Problems

Despite the horrific images 
from 1994 that put this tiny little 
country on the map, also known as 
TheLandofa Thousand Hills (Pays 
des Milles Mollines), Rwanda is a 
country full of multiple surprises. 
Its sheer beauty, the loveliness and 
variety are landscapes are only some 
of the surprises. In the North, the 
country is dominated by a chain of 
volcanoes, home of the famous 
mountain gorillas featured in Go- 
rillas in the Mist. 

Set virtually in Africa's 
center of grav ity , Rwanda has been 
facing a mighty menace since the 
early 1 990s; ethnic tensions between 
two major groups (Hutu and Tutsi). 
The 1994 genocide was the culmi- 
nation of these tensions. The geno- 
cide leftaboutamillion people dead. 
The mass exodus of refugees to 
Congo (formerly Zaire) that fol- 
lowed was the result of this bloody 
upheaval. 

However, the return of more 
than a million refugees to Rwanda 
from Congo last year, has funda- 
mentally altered the political situa- 
tion in Rwanda. Three years after 
the genocide, the country now faces 
escalating violence which has been 



triggered by the return to Rwanda 
of former government soldiers who 
took advantage of the mass repa- 
triation of refugees. 

The Northwest region is now 
under threat of full scale war. An 
increasing number of killings tar- 
get survivors from the previous trou- 
bles, aid workers, and local offi- 
cials. These killings are the work of 
extremist militias. This deplorable 
situation could further deteriorate 
to even new lows. Amnesty Inter- 
national, a human rights organiza- 
tion, reported that unarmed civil- 
ians have been killed by the 
Rwandan army as it battles with 
militias. 

Whenever attacks occur 
some people blame the Hutu ex 
tremist militias, others blame the 
Tutsi dominated army. Either way, 
the genocide has returned to hunt 
down its victims and this beautiful 
country remains full of contradic- 
tions.

Resistance and a Common Vision: 

Ovide Mercredi delivers keynote address

"What will 1 talk about? There 
are so many things that we can say to 
each other - the people - but I think we 
have to remind ourselves that we 
have not been very good at keeping 
up the conversation." 

With that, Ovide Mercredi 
delivered his keynote address to 
launch Laurentian University's Na- 
tive Awareness Week, here on Mon- 
day. 

The theme of Mr. Mercredi 's 
address, was the separate historical 
journeys of Native and non-Native 
Canadians. The separateness.he says, 
was recently confirmed by the United 
Nations when Canada was declared 
the best country in the world in which 
to live. 

"They have found their 
dreams upon our land. They have 
built their Utopia upon our 
land. ..Apparently we live in the best 
country in the world - but where is 
that 'best country' for us the First 
Nations? I don't know, because I 
don't see it." 

Mr. Mercredi believes that 
Natives and non-Natives should de- 
velop a common vision. He pointed 
to the current conflict between On- 
tario teachers and Mike Harris as 
indicative of the alternative. He said 
that, like Ontario teachers in relation 
to the Harris government, Native peo- 
ples approach their relationship with 
the government from a power deficit. 
Despite the parallel, he hastened to 
add that Native peoples do not even 
have the economic power of teachers 
with which to fight for their rights. 
Native peoples are then left only with

"Where are these people com- 
ing from who argue that it's [indi- 
vidual rights] going to be good for us 
when the reality speaks to the re- 
verse?" 

For Native peoples, accord- 
ing to Mr. Mercredi, the abolishment 
of their collective rights in exchange 
for full individual rights will ensure 
the end'of traditional treaty rights and 
the right "to be different." 

"I don't like it, myself, when 
someone says to me 'Forget about 
your land'. I can't forget. I can't do 
it. I cannot forget the land," he said. 

Mr. Mercredi went on to de- 
scribe the attempts by successive Ca- 
nadian governments to destroy abo- 
riginal culture, language and spiritu- 
ality. And although the education 



system has been receptive, of late, to 
more appropriate education models 
for Native peoples, there is more to 
be done. 

"See these young people here, 
who are getting an education now. 
That's not good enough. I have an 
education. I need 
also to know my peo- 
ple, and theirhistory. 
I need to know my 
culture more, not just 
my language, but the 
spiritual traditions 
that were made 
against the law by 
the Canadian gov- 
ernment." 

In the past, the 
Canadian govern- 
ment has banned 



such Native religious ceremonies as 
the Sun Dance (Prairies) and the Pot 
Latch (British Columbia). Knowl- 
edge of these half-buried traditions, 
according to Mr. Mercredi, will give 
the Native Canadian a "complete 
education". 

Through the complete educa- 
tion, Mr. Mercredi believes that Na- 
tive peoples will be better able to 
stand together in peaceful resistance 
for the affirmation of Native rights. 
Mr. Mercredi has long been opposed 
to the "incremental approach" of ne- 
gotiation between the federal gov- 
ernment and Native peoples. The 
incremental approach involves indi- 
vidual bands negotiating their spe- 
cific issues with the government. Mr. 
Mercredi has, in the past, likened this 
approach to "divide and conquer." 
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Ovide Mercredi delivered the keynote address, as 
Laurentian University launched its Native Aware- 
ness Week. Mr. Mercredi is the past-National 
Chief of the Assembly of First Nations.

"We had them in one exhibi- 
tion game, and I don't see any differ- 
ence in the female and male referees," 
said Donnie Walsh, general manager 
of the Indiana Pacers. "I think its 
going to be fine." 

Major league baseball has 
considered hiring a female umpire 
but has yet to promote one out of the 
minors.

"They've gotten better each 
time out," said Rod Thorn, NBA vice- 
president of operations. "Just like 
other referees, they've come back 
from the summer, had training camp 
and preseason and have gotten used 
to being out there." 

Kantner, 36, was supervisor 
of officials in the WNBA. She also 
has refereed four women's college 
championship games. 

Palmer, 33, was an official in 
the WNBA. 

In keeping with league policy, 
the NBA would not say which games

Kantner and Palmer have 
been working exhibition games the 
last three weeks. They also offici- 
ated preseason games last year. 

"I don'thave a problem with 
it" said Utah Jazz coach Jerry Sloan, 
Whose team's exhibition game 
against the Phoenix Suns was offi- 
ciated by Palmer and two male 
refs. 

"She was trying to be really 
involved in the game. I got on her 
about an illegal defense call and 
said something to her from across 
the court. She didn't respond and 
kept going about her business." 

The hiring had been ex- 
pected since the league sent amemo 
to teams during the summer order- 
ing them to set aside a spare room 
for female officials. Thorn said no 
other accommodations have been 
made. 

"I think it's great," said To- 
ronto Raptor coach Darrell Walker.

MONTREAL (CUP) — The 2002 Gay Games promise to bring 
more than just athletes to Montreal — the event will bring 
diversity, culture and cold, hard cash. 

"The Gay Games are for everyone, not just gays," Mon- 
treal 2002 director-general Nicholas Pomerleau, said. 

Montreal is competing with four other major cities in its 
bid for the 2002 Gay Games: Dallas, Long Beach, Sydney and 
Toronto. It is estimated that over 1 5,000 athletes will participate 
in the games, attracting 100,000 visitors to the city. 

Though the games are backed by many gay and lesbian 
groups like The Bad Boy Club and Diversity, they aren't aimed 
solely at the gay and lesbian community. 

"What we want to do is bring different cultures together," 
said Pomerleau. 

The events at the games are very similar to those at the 
Olympics. There is also a very important social element to the 
games, with celebrations and parties held throughout their dura- 
tion. 

There is considerable support for the games in Montreal. 
Though a decision about the host city has yet to be made, there are 
over 3,000 volunteers helping organize the games. 

"There is nobody we met that said they didn't want to 
support us," Pomerleau said. 

Corporate sponsorships are also starting to roll in. Molson, 
Smirnoff, Musique Plus and local radio station Mix 96 have 
already pledged support for the games and it looks like more 
support is on the way 

"Big corporate companies are now public about it, and see 
that the games are important," Francois Perras, one of Montreal 
2002' s promoters, said. 

It is estimated that the games will bring $250-million into 
the city. . 

To promote the games and garner more support for them, 
the organizing committee has distributed postcards in establish- 
ments around Montreal. They are meant to be sent back to the 
organizers as a show of support, and more than 10,000 are 
expected to be returned. 

The host city will be decided in Denver on Nov. 13. 
The Gay Games were established in 1982 by Olympic 
decathalete Tom Waddell, and held in San Francisco. Since then 
the event has been held every four years in a different city. The 
first games were attended by 1 ,350 participants. It is expected that 
over 12,000 will attend next year's Gay Games in Amsterdam. 
If Montreal wins its bid. it won't be the first Canadian city 
to host the Gay Games. Vancouver hosted them in 1992.

The Shocking Truth About Whey 
Protein Advertorials! 

The December 1995 issue of Muscle 
& Fitness Magazine had an adver- 
tisement formatted to look like an 
editorial entitled "The Shocking Truth 
About Whey Protein!" That contains 
an amazing amount of marketing sci- 
ence instead of real science. Al- 
though when you consider an 
advertorial is nothing more than a 
paid advertisement, you shouldn't 
expect real science. Following are 
some examples. 

Sodium levels and "acid" treated 
whey 

The authors claim that more than 50- 
70 mg. of sodium per 20-24 gram 
serving of whey protein clearly indi- 
cates that the whey is "acid treated." 
They describe this as a "sordid proc- 
ess that results in a denatured protein 
high in salt."(a sordid process? — Kind 
of makes you fell dirty just reading 
it.) There are a couple of problems 
with these statements. First of all, the 
commercial process of extracting 
whey protein from milk protein does 
not involve acid. 

Milk protein is made up of 
approximately 80% casein and 20% 
whey protein. When the casein pro- 
tein is removed during manufacture 
of cheese or casein, the whey protein 
remains in solution. It is then con- 
centrated from less than 0.6% to a 
powder of over 80% protein in proc- 
ess that involves clarification (re- 
moval of residual cheese or casein), 
membrane filtration, diafiltration, 
evaporation and spray drying. No 
acid is used at all in this process. This 
can be verified by any quality indus- 
try manufacturer of nutritional pow- 
ders. 




The second problem is that 
the author offer the following refer- 
ence in connection with their sodium/ 
acid claim: 

Fox, P.F., ed. Developments in Dairy 
Chemistry Proteins. 1982-89. 1-4. 
Applied Science Pub. London 

Now normally, when a refer- 
ence is given, a specific page or pages 
from a specific journal or book, with 
a specific year are provided. This 
allows anyone who wished to verify 
the scientific accuracy of a certain 
statement or claim, the opportunity 
to do so. Clearly, " 1 982- 1 989. 1 -4" is 
not very specific. As a matter of fact, 
the non-specificity of this reference 
makes it virtually impossible to verify 
the sodium/acid claim. How conven- 
ient. 

The third problem is that the 
sodium content indicated on the label 
probably has nothing to do with whey 
at all. I may simple be added to bal- 
ance out other electrolytes in the for- 
mula such as potassium. In a nut- 
shell, the whole sodium/acid treated 
whey issue is not an issue. It is a joke. 

L-glutamine and ammonia 

L-glutamine shouldn't be added to 
whey proteins since "the free-form 
amino acidL-glutamine decays spon- 
taneously in the presence of water 
into toxic amino" and "most protein 
powders cannot contain less than 



about 3-5% moisture." The authors 
say that this is enough moisture "to 
trigger free-form L-glutamine ' s spon- 
taneous degradation." The point in 
making this statement is to show the 
superiority of glutamine peptide vs. 
freeform L-glutamine as an ingredi- 
ent in whey protein supplements. 

It is true that in a live organ- 
ism L-glutamine can be metabolized 
with the help of the enzyme glutami- 
nase into ammonia and an amino 
group that can serve as the precursor 
for several amino acids including 
aspartame and alanine. 

Biological Value 

Biological Value is a measure of pro- 
tein quality. It is based upon the 
amount of protein nitrogen that is 
retained once it has been absorbed. In 
a test of BV two nitrogen balance 
studies done: one before and one af- 
ter protein is fed to the subjects. Ni- 
trogen excretions in the urine and 
feces are measured then the BV is 
derived using the formula: BV = N 
absorbed / N retained X 1 00. Clearly 
determine B V is an involved process. 

Generation Whey Protein 

Marketing is a wonderful thing. You 
get to make up all sorts of neat stuff 
like how a certain mouthwash will 
improve your love life, or how a 
certain brand of soap will wake you 
up in the morning, or even how im- 
portant it is to buy Seventh Genera- 
tion whey protein. 

What is Seventh Generation 
whey protein? The answer is that it is 
a great marketing gimmick. It is 
nothing more than a fancy way of 
describing the commercial process 
of extracting a finished whey protein 
from a sweet dairy whey.

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Mount Allison plans annual drug- 
checks for athletes

SACKVILLE (CUP) — All varsity 
athletes at Mount Allison University 
can expect to be tested 
for performance-enhancing drugs at 
least once a year as the result of a new 
testing program introduced by the 
school's athletic department. 

Details of the plan were re- 
leased at a press conference in 
Sackville, N.B. last week, although 
the university has been testing its 
athletes since September through an 
agreement with a local laboratory. 

Jack Drover, Mount Allison' s 
athletic director, says the school de- 
cided to implement its own inde- 
pendent program because the one used 
by the Canadian Interuniversity Ath- 
letic Union (CIAU) tests only a small 



percentage of athletes. 

"It's not working because eve- 
rybody is not screened," Drover said. 
"And until you adopt a process in 
which everybody is screened, it's not 
a perfect system." 

This past month, four univer- 
sity football players — three in On- 
tario and one in Nova Scotia — tested 
positive for steroid use, and Drover 
says this shows the need for testing 
of all athletes. 

"[Those results are] from test- 
ing a very limited number of student 
athletes," he said. 

Drover says, however, that Mount 
Allison has not lost confidence in the 
CIAU ' s program, adding that the new 
program is intended to complement 
it. Mount Allison will still be subject 
to the CIAU's drug testing policy, 
and will use CIAU criteria in defin- 
ing banned substances. 

Mount Allison athletes who 
test positive or refuse to be tested 
will be given a four-year ban from 
competition, the same penalty meted 
out by the CIAU. 

Drover says, however, that 
Mount Allison will not release pub- 
licly the name of students who test 
positive. The CIAU does. 

But Casey Wade, spokesper- 
son for the Canadian Centre for Eth- 
ics in Sport which tests university 
athletes on behalf of the CIAU, says 
there are dangers in not disclosing 
names. 

"It's aclosed system whereby 



they're testing their own athletes," 
Wade said. "It's not open to public 
scrutiny. They may or may not issue 
names of athletes who test positive, 
so an athlete who tests positive at 
Mount Allison might go and play for 
another university and no one would 
ever know about it." 

Wade adds that mandatory 
testing for all athletes establishes a 
system in which athletes are consid- 
ered guilty until proven innocent. 

"Doping control in Canada is 
founded on the principle that all ath- 
letes are considered drug-free until 
there ' s clear and conclusive evidence 
to the contrary," he said. "This sys- 
tem seems to suggest, by testing all 
athletes, that basically you have to 
prove your innocence." 

Still, Wade says he supports 
the aims of the Mount Allison pro- 
gram. 

"They want to try to address 
the problems with drug-free sport, 
and they're doing something pro- 
actively. [But] they're going about it 
in a flawed manner." 

The centre conducts random 
testing of approximately 300 univer- 
sity athletes every year, focussing on 
high risk sports, such as football, 
during times of the year when steroid 
use is most likely. Wade says it isn't 
necessary to test all athletes if the 
tests are random and unannounced. 

"Right now, 80 per cent of 
our tests are unannounced, [so] ath- 
letes don't know when we're going

to show up," he said. "They're play- 
ing Russian roulette if they think they 
can take steroids and get away with 
it." 

Mount Allison is the only 
school in Canada to have its own 
independent drug-testing program. 
The University of Calgary ran a simi- 
lar program in the mid-80s in which it 
tested all of its varsity athletes, but 
later cut the program because it be- 
came too expensive. 

The total cost of Mount 
Allison's drug-testing program is still 
not known, according to Drover. 

University of Ottawa football 
coach Larry Ring says very tough 
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measures are called for in the fight 
against banned substances especially 
since two of the recently suspended 
football players were from the U of 
O. 

Ring says all varsity athletes 
should be given a lie-detector test at 
the beginning of each season, asking 
them if they have taken steroids in the 
past year. Anyone failing the poly- 
graph would automatically be tested 
for banned substances. 

"We need some sort of policy 
which tells athletes there's no way 
around it, and that's why I like the 
polygraph test," he said. 

Ring says such a system is 
used in professional body-building 
in Canada and the United States, and 
that the chances of beating the lie- 
detector are 1 in 10,000.
